Reve Alexander Dyce, B, AL

This well-known scholar died yesterday, a3 woe are
informed by a cable telegrmmn from London, He was
the son of 4 general in the service of the East India
Company, and was born in Edinburgh on the 30th of
June, 1795,  After graduating from Exeter College,
Uxford, he entered the Church and soerved as curate
in several provinelal towns nntil 1597, when he
moved to London. Here he enguged in lterary
pursuits and soon became Known as a writer of
merit. Among the earlist of his works were
“Specimens of the British Poetesses” and one edi-
tion of the poet Colling, At & later date he edited
with notes and blographies, the dramatic and
poetical works of sevaral suthors, ineluding Heau-
mont, Fletcher, and Marlowe. ditford’s unlinished
edition of Shirley wias also completed by Dr. Dyce,
The work which establighed his reputation, however,
wius his edition of “Shakespeare,” which was first
published in 18587, and was recelved with marked
favor by the press and publie.  “Recollection of the
Tabie Talk of Samuel Rogers,” another of his works,
is well known in the United States, where It hus
been reprinted  and largely cirenlated. At the time
of his death Dr. Dyce was employed on a4 translation
from the Greek of “Athenmus,” and had just pub-
lished & new edition of “Shakespeare.”
